Health Officer W.C. Fowler 
Issues Warning Against 
Undue Alarm. 


DENIES CITY FACES 
EPIDEMIC LIKE 1918 


Federal Officials Say Malady 
Is Not on Wane in West- 
ern Localities. 


The influenza eepidemic which has 
been sweeping across the country from 
the Pacific Coast became a matter of 
immediate concern to Washington yes- 
terday when Dr. William C. Fowler, 
District health officer, disclosed that 
the disease had taken nine lives in the 
“strict in the last ten days. 

Three new cases and four deaths were 
reported to the Health Department last 
week.. Since Monday there have been 
six new cases and five deaths reported. 

Fowler accompanied his announce- 
ment of the figures with a statement 
deprecating any alarmist interpretation 
of them. Washington, he said, is not 
in the grip of an influenza epidemic 
such as turned the city upside down 
in 1918, and he does not expect it to be. 

“Five or six cases among a popula- 
tion of more than half a million is not 
a very large percentage and does not 
warrant any degree of hysteria,” he 
said. 

More Deaths Expected. 

“News reports from the Western sec- 
tions of the country indicate that the 
epidemic there is on the wane and that 
it has been a mild form of the disease. 

“We probably will have more cases 
and more deaths from influenza report- 
ed this month and throughout the 
winter months, but we always have a 
certain number,” said Dr. Fowler. 
“The number of cases increases usually 
about this time of the year and there 
is nothing in the present situation to 
justify city-wide fear that we are to be 
ravaged by a fatal epidemic.” 

“There is always an increase,” he 
added, “at the beginning of winter in 
the number of cases of respiratory dis- 
eases such as pneumonia, bronchitis 
and influenza and in the number of 
deaths due to such diseases.” 


United States Public Health Service | 


officials, however, were not so optimis- 
tic as Dr. Fowler, pointing out what 
seemed to be an apparent discrepancy 
in the number of cases and the number 
of deaths reported. The number of 
deaths reported indicated a much 
larger number of persons suffering from 
the disease in the District than had 
been reported, it was said. 


Disease Mild in West. 


Advices received from Dr. L. Blum- 
field, of the University of California, by 
Surgeon General Hugh S. Cumming, in- 
dicated, Dr. Cumming said, that the 
present epidemic is much milder in 
form than was that which fell across 
the Nation in 1918. 

Surgeon General Cumming sald that 
reports received from various sections 
of the country indicated that the -epi- 
demic was not on the wane, but to the 
contrary, 

Weekly reports from State health au- 
thorities were to have been received 
yesterday by the health service and 
analysis of these today is expected to 
give a clearer idea of the spread of the 
disease than is possible through study 
of isolated reports, it was said. 

So far as the situation in the Dis- 
trict is concerned, health: service offi- 
cials will maintain a hands-off policy 
and will not attempt to interfere with 
the work of the local Health Depart- 
ment. Health service officials are con- 
vinced that Washington will feel the 
epidemic, but when it will make its 
appearance is problematical. 


Surgeon General Cumming said that 
the Federal Health Service is prepared 
to offer whatever aid it can give to Dr. 
Fowler whenever aid is asked for.

ROYAL FAMILY SHOWS 
EASING OF TENSION 


Patient Still Is Suffering 
From Exhaustion; Pulse, 
However, Is Steady. 


London, Dec. 13 (A.P.).—Two brief 


bulletins issued at Buckingham Palace 
today told the subjects of King George 
that their monarch had satisfactorily 
withstood the shock of yesterday’s op- 
erations. Though naturally weak and 
exhausted the king has not lost ground 
and his physicians tonight even record- 
ed a slight improvement 

It was also said in the 8:15 p m. of- 
ficial statement that the Ic-al condition 
remains satisfactory. The morning an- 
nouncement stated that the pulse was 
steady. 

In view of the extent to which the 
strength of the royal patient has been 
tried by three weeks of severe illness, 
these reports gave great gratification 
to the public. Should another day pass 
without any untoward development. the 
people will begin to breathe more free- 
ly and to hope that the real crisis has 
been successfully passed. 

Doctors at Palace. 

Five of the king’s phyisicians went 
to Buckingham Palace this evening but 
only three of them signed the official 
bulletin. The signatures were those 
Sir Stanley Hewett and Lord Daws:» 
of Penn, the King’s regular physicia’ 
and of Sir Hugh Rigby, the noted 8» 
geon who operated on his majesty ¥ 
terday. 

Those three also signed the mornt:: 
bulletin. The other medical men who 
were in attendance this evening were 
Sir Farquhar Buzzard and Graham 
Hodgson who on several occasions has 
made radiographs of the patient. 

Drs. Dawson, Buzzard and Hodgson 
left Buckingham Palace at 8:30 p. m., 
following posting of the evening bulle- 
tin on his majesty’s condition. Their 
departure left only Sir Stanley Hewitt 
to remain tonight with the king. 

As the time of their departure it was 
understood that palace circles were 
quite pleased the king had not lost 
ground, and that the evening bulletin 
was considered eminently satisfactory. 


Note of Hope Seen. 


Tonight’s bulletin was worded 
follows: 

“Though the king is still suffering 
from exhaustion, there is slight im- 
provement in his majesty’s condition 
this evening. The local condition re- 
mains satisfactory.”

heart. Examination revealed that it 
was the sam. weapon she used in kill- 
ing Fearn. 

Heldman said his wife had planned 
to end her life and had left him a 
“suicide note” which he discovered in 
their home at Lorraine this morning. 


Because he knew that she had been 
acquainted with Fearn and had “gone 


out with him” on several occasions, 
Heldman previously had suspected her 
of the killing, he said. 

The suicide note Heldman discovered 
before his. wife intended it to reach 
him, made no mention of Fearn, but so 
aroused the young husband’s suspicions 
that he grilled her for four and a half 
hours before she confessed that she was 
the slayer, Heldman told authorities.

Midnight Intruder in Home 
of Former Illinois Mayor 
Takes No Valuables. 


ONE VICTIM ONCE SLAYER 


Carbondale, Ill., Dec. 13 (A.P.).—J. 
C. Hundley, 76, wealthy former mayor 
of Carbondale, and his wife, Luella, 
57, were shot to death by an intruder 
in their beautiful home shortly before 
last midnight. 

While a motive for the slaying was 


not found, the police were working on 
the theory that Hundley and his wife 
were slain by an acquaintance who bore 
@ grudge against him. The robbery 
theory, which was held for a time, was 
discredited when a search of the home 
revealed that nothing was missing. 

A .35-caliber revolver filled with 
shells and which had never been dis- 
charged was found in a _ chifforobe 
in the home. Police said the weapon 
appeared to have been purchased 
recently and pointed out the Hundleys 
may have bought it to prepare for 
possible trouble. 


Art Objects Untouched, 


Officers expressed the opinion that a 
quarrel preceded the slaying. Valuable 
paintings, rugs and other art objects 
were untouched. 

A suggestion was made that revenge 
might have played a part in the slay- 
ing, when it was recalled that Hund- 
ley, about 35 years ago, was acquitted 
of the slaying of a music teacher 
named Weller, on the grounds of the 
unwritten law. A few years later 
Hundley and his first wife were 
divorced. He married his second wife 
about 28 years ago. 

J. E. Etherton, a banker, who lives 
across the street from the Hundley 
home, heard shots in the night and 
his wife, who also heard them, Said 
she saw the flashes of a firearm. Ether- 
ton called the police who went to the 
Hundley home. Entering through the 
kitchen door which was found afar, 
hey found the slain woman. Going 
upstairs they discovered Hundley ly- 
ing across his bed in his night cloth- 
ing. He was still alive and groaned 
but was unconscious. He died shortly 
without regatning consciousness. 


Fleeing Woman Slain. 


Circumstdnces seemed to indicate 
that the slayer after shooting Hund- 
ley, descended the front stairs, went 
through the dining room into the 
kitchen where he shot and instantly 
killed Mrs. Hundley. 

She was either fleeing from her as- 
Sailant after she encountered him 
coming through the dining room or 
was shot when she started upstairs 
to investigate the pistol] report. Mrs. 
Etherton said she heard a woman 
scream shortly after the shots were 
fired. 

Soon after the finding of the bodies, 
Hundley’s son, V. A. Hundley, who lives 
next door was prostrated by shock and 
was taken to his home. 

An angle of the slaying which puz- 
zled authorities is the evident fact 
that the slayer did not use an atto- 
mobile to escape.

Bruce, by Ruse, Raises Dry 
Appropriation Which Sen- 
ate Approves. 


MOVE CAUSES LAUGHTER 


(Associated Press.) : 
Without a word of debate the Sen- 
ate yesterday boosted the appropria- 


tion proposed for prohibition enforce- 
ment next year from $13,500,000 to 
$270,627,384—the highest figure ever 
suggested. The increase, however, still 
must be approved by the House where 
repeated efforts to provide such a large 
sum have met with failure. 

The move to increase the allotment 
was made by Senator Bruce (Democrat), 
Maryland, one of the wet leaders in 
Congress, who proposed the more than 
quarter billion dollar addition in 
amendment form to the Treasury-Post- 
office Supply bill after the Senate once 
had passed the measure. 

The Senator got his amendment in 
however, by asking for reconsideration 
of the bill and then things moved 60 
swiftly that apparently it was not until 
some time later that the Senate real- 
ized what had occurred. 


Leaders Plan to Kill It. 


Declaring the appropriation would 
“wreck” the Government's fiscal pro- 
gram, leaders immediately laid plans to 
kill the increase when the bill is con- 
sidered in the conference with the 
House for adjustment of differences 
between the two bodles. 

Unable even to explain his amend- 
ment because of the rush with which 
it went through, Senator Bruce later 
explained off the floor that ‘if we can't 
repeal the dry act let’s enforce it right.” 
He said he had suggested the increase 
because Commissioner Doran, of the 
Prohibition Bureau had declared 
recently that it would take $300,000,000 
to enforce the law, 

To support this increase for enforce- 
ment work, the Maryland senator said 
he now proposed to prepare a bill au- 
thorizing enough new Federal courts 
to “cover the land and take care of 
the enormous increase in business 
which seems in prospect.”

RAIN ADDS TO LOSSES 


Houston, Tex., Dec. 13 (A.P.).—Three 
were killed and a score of persons were 
injured by a series of tornadoes that 
lashed scattered communities in east- 
ern Texas and western Louisiana late 


yesterday. The storm, accompanied by 
heavy rain and a brilliant electrical 
display, swept northeastward from the 
gulf with small twisters dipping here 
and there to crush buildings and up- 
root trees. 

Striking first at Pearland, near here,

With reports of the spread of influ- 
enza epidemic from the West to the 
East reaching Washington, Representa- 
tive Edwards (Democrat), of Georgia, 
introduced a bill in the House author- 
izing the appropriation of $25,000,000 
to be used by the Surgeon General in 
combating the disease. 

The bill, if passed, would make the 
appropriation available immediately in 
order that a State, county and munici- 
pal fight could be instituted simulta- 
neously, 

Surgeon General Cumming and his 
“board of strategy,” composed of Dr. 
G. W. McCoy, Dr. W. H. Frost and Dr. 
J. P. Leake, yesterday issued a program 
for preventing further spread of the 
flu and telegraphed information re- 
garding the clinical aspects of the cases 
treated to the physicians of the West 
Coast. 

Already 41,063 cases have been re- 
ported to the Surgeon General’s office 
from throughout the United States. 

The officials believe that this figure 
represents about one-fifth of the actual 
number of persons stricken.

Officials seem to have taken the plot 
seriously, although secret service men 
will guard every avenue of approach 
to the President-elect. 

A carpet of red plush had been lald 
at the railroad station when the spe- 
cial train arrived, and on this Mr.

The President-elect first shook hands 
With President Irigoyen, whose pres- 
ence at the station, since he rarely 
appears at public functions, was con- 
Sidered most remarkable here.

“Viva Hoover,” while cavalrymen held 
them in check.

“I could imagine no more wonderful 
introduction into Argentina than 
through the Andes,” he said. “One 
is plunged at once into a realization 
of its greatness, its splendid develop- 
ment, and its magnificent resources.

I have a feeling of exaltation at the 
accomplishment of the people of Ar- 
gentina to which I have been witness. 
I am deeply grateful for the genuine 
spirit of kindliness and welcome ex- 
tended me by President Irigoyen anc 
evidenced by the many thousands of 
people along the way here.” 

Mr. Hoover intended to rest from his 
long trip tonight, preparing himself 
for the two days of official welcome 
that will begin Friday morning.

Speak-Easy Raiders Link 
Prisoners With $100,000 
Pay Roll Robbery. 


KILLING BELIEVED FOILED 


New York, Dec. 13 (A.P.).—Police an- 
nounced tonight that several of eight 
men arrested in a raid early today on 
a speak-easy stocked as a gunman’s 
arsenal had been partly identified as 
members of a band that robbed a $100,- 


000 pay roll in Yonkers yesterday. The 
names of the men thus identified were 
not divulged. 

In raiding the speak-easy, police be- 
lieved they had frustrated an attempt 
to avenge the death of Joseph Noe, 
slain beer runner. They seized six 
loaded pistols, 1,500 rounds of pistol 
ammunition, 500 shotgun § shells, 
loaded submachine gun magazine and 
three bullet-proof. vests. 

Six men took part ih the robbery yes- 
terday, holding up the collection car of 
the First National Bank of Yonkers and 
escaping with four money bags. 

Of the eight men arrested police were 
chiefly interested in Joseph Piteo, who 
said he was out on $5,000 bail for the 
attempted murder of Eddie Diamond in 
Denver, Colo., several months ago. Ed- 
die’ Diamond is a brother of Jack 
Diamond, gunman, whose name has 
been mentioned in the Arnold Roth- 
stein murder investigation.

Sylvania and West Virginia on shoe- 
string clews which proved to be 
groundless.

Henry Ford believes the advice fre- 
quently given to young boys—that to 
succeed they°must work hard and save

“No successful boy ever saved any 
money,” he said before going to the 
White House to attend the annual 
dinner given justices of the Supreme 
Court. “They spent it as fast as they 
got it for things to improve them- 
selves.” 

He recalled that Thomas A. Edison, 
his close friend, never “had any money 
until he got so much he couldn't 
spend it.” 

“If you want to make 
he continued, “instill in the minds of 
the young men that they will never 
get anywhere without work. I never 
knew a young man who was worth 
5 cents who wouldn't work, and even 
occasionally get into trouble in his ef- 
forts to learn. 

‘When I was a young fellow I got 
kicked out of about as many shops as 
I was welcomed to.’ 

He explained that in his attempt to 
learn as much as possible about ma- 
chinery he would slip into every avail- 
able machine shop and watch its oper- 
ations. 

Mr. Ford paid tribute to President 
Coolidge, who, he said, “will go down 
in history as a great President, and one 
who has the respect of the whole world 
for his work after the hodge-podge in 
Washington during the World War.”

Secretary of War in Taft’s 
Cabinet Had Been Ill in 
Hospital There. 


PUBLIC SERVICE WIDE 


Chivago, Dec. 13 (A.P.).—Jacob M. 
Dickinson, 78, Secretary of War under 
President William Howard Taft, died 
today at 4:52 p. m., at St. Lukes Hos- 
pital after an illness of several weeks. 
Mr. Dickinson was taken to the hospital 
several weeks ago and recently under- 
went an operation. His death had been 
expected momentarily for nearly a 
week. Since retiring from the War of- 
fice, Mr. Dickinson had been practicing 
law in Chicago. The body will be sent 
tomorrow to Nashville, Tenn., where it 
will be buried Saturday. 


Hospital physicians said Mr. Dickin- 
son had been suffering from gall blad- 
der. trouble and that he underwent an 
operation three weeks ago today. Be- 
cause of his advanced age, Mr. Dickin- 
son was unable to recover from the 
shock of the operation, it was said. 


Born in South, 


Although he practiced law in Chicago 
for more than a quarter of a century, 
Jacob McGavok Dickinson, native of 
Mississippi, remained a real Southern- 
er, and it was as a resident of Ten- 
nessee that he had the unusual dis- 
tinction of serving as a Democratic 
Secretary of War in the Cabinet of a 
Republican President. 

Dickinson supported Taft against 
Bryan in the campaign of 1908 and was 
Subsequently made Secretary of War. 
He held the office through two years 
which marked the Madero uprising in 
Mexico against the Diaz regime. Ob- 
servers said Dickinson sometimes dif- 
fered with Philander C. Knox, Secre- 
tary of State, as to Mexican policy; but 
it was for family and business reasons 
that Dickinson resigned his cabinet 
portfolio in 1911. A Tennessee com- 
pany in which his family was interested 
went into receivership and demanded 
his attention. 

Not after 1899 did Dickinson practice 
law in Nashville, Tenn. In that year 
he went to Chicago to represent the 
Illinois Central railroad as general so- 
licitor. He continued to call Nashville 
his home. 

His years were rich in public service. 
He was Assistant Attorney General for 
two years under Cleveland. He served 
the United States as counsel before the 
Alaskan boundary commission in Lon- 
don in 1903. He spent two years in 
the Cabinet from 1909 to 1911. He ac- 
cepted a second political appointment 
from a Republican administration when 
Attorney General Harry &. Daugherty 
chose him in 1922 as special assistant 
to handle injunction cases against the 
federated shop crafts. 


Headed Bar Association. 


Dickinson also advanced from solic- 
itor to general counsel for the Illinois 
Central Lines; served for two years after 
1915 as receiver for the Rock Island 
Railroad, was vice president of the 
American Society of International Law 
and headed the American Bar Associa- 
tion in 1907. At 76 he was elected to 
the presidency of the Izaak Walton 
League of America. 

Dickinson was born in Columbus, 
Miss., January 30, 1851. He paid the 
expenses of his education by teaching 
and at 20 had won his master’s degree 
at the University of Nashville. He con- 
tinued his legal training at Columbia 
College of Law in New York and at the 
University of Leipzig, L’Ecole de Droit 
and the Sorbonne in Europe. He en- 
tered legal practice in Nashville in 1874. 
He met Martha Overton there, his bride 
in 1876. Three sons were born to them.

Raleigh, N. C., Dec. 13 (A.P.).—A mis- 
trial was declared here this afternoon 
in the suit of the State Board of Chari- 
ties and Welfare, seeking to cancel the 
licenses of Highland Hospital of Ashe- 
ville, when the jury was unable to 
agree.

Diplomat Was Ambassador 
Here in 1925; Assailed 
by Debt Mission. 


Paris, Dec. 13 (A.P.).—Emile Daesch- 
ner, former French Ambassador at 
Washington, died today at the age of 
65. 

M. Daeschner began his diplomatic 
career as secretary of the French Em- 
bassy in London.

League Heads Decide to Act 
After New President 
Assumes Office. 


RHINE QUESTION CLEARING

Lugano, Dec. 13 (A.P.).—Information 
here tonight indicated that the League 
of Nations will resume its disarmament 
efforts only after Herbert Hoover has 
assumed the office of President of the 
United States. 

It was learned that league leaders 
had cecided today in favor of convok- 


ing the preparatory disarmament com- 
mission sometime in March, when its 
session might be begun and delibera- 
tions held in the light of the disarma- 


ment policy of the new administration. 


A tentative date for the meeting of 
the commission is understood to have 
been fixed at the conference of Gustav 
Stresemann, Aristide Briand, and Sir 
Austen Chamberlain this afternoon, 
but that there was to be no announce- 
ment of it until the other powers, 
among them the United States, had ap- 
proved, 

Russia Takes Lead, 


Soviet Russia today continued to 
take a lead in the efforts to bring about 
an early convocation of the commission. 
Maxim Litvinoff, the Soviet representa- 
live, told the council hig government 
is utterly oppcsed to private diplomatic 
negotiations on qquestions such as dis- 
armament, since these would place only 
iresh difficulties in the way of a gen- 
eral agreement. 

In referring to the Anglo-French na- 
val accord, M. Litvinoff said that it had 
demonstrated the deplorable results of 
seoc™ we negotiations behind closed 
coo... and had shown the error of seek- 
ing the limit of armament for each 
country without reference to any fair 
and universally accepted general stan- 
dard. He concluded his speech with a 
demand for examination of the Soviet 
scheme for partial disarmament of the 
powers at the next session of the com- 
mission. 

The German delegates to the fifty- 
thirc League of Nations council session 
felt better tonight about the subject 
nearest their hearts—evacuation of the 
Rhineland. 

Gustav Stresemann, Aristide Briand 
and Sir Austen Chamberlain had a 
long conference this afternoon and 
after it, for the first time since their 
arrival here, they added a tone of 
optimism to their comments. 


Commission Discussed. 


“There has been no decision,” said 
one of the Germans to the Associated 
Press after the conference between the 
“big three” had broken up, “but things 
are getting better.” 

At that conference the problems of 
reparations, evacuation, and the crea- 
tion of a commission of verification 
and conciliation, were taken up in de- 
tail. Little definite us to what the con- 
versations had developed could be 
learned tonight, but in an interview 
with members of the British press Sir 
Austen Chamberlain said that the 
British government, or any of the 
other countries involved, did not wish 
to prolong the occupation of the 
Rhineland more than was necessary. 
Observers linked this statement to the 
fact that special attention was known 
to have been paid today to the func- 
tioning and powers of the commission, 
which will replace the allied troops 
when they depart. 


Locarno Policy Stands. 


Sir Austen added that the allied na-/| 


tions still clung to the policy of Lo- 
carno and that those who came to 
Lugano pessimistic probably would go 
away less pessimistic. Aristide Briand, 
the French foreign minister, .likewise 
seemed cheerful. He ea i 
representatives he was not™ urbed 
by Chancellor Mueller’s speech before 
the Reichstag, in which he said that 
evacuation before payment of repara- 
tions was authorized by the treaty of 
Versailles. France, he said, will con- 
tinue to subordinate evacuation to set- 
tlement of reparations. 

There was a persistent report, ap- 
parently reliably founded, here tonight, 
that the premise upon which much of 
today’s conversation took place was 
that when evacuation does take place 
it will be complete and not partial.

It is easy to obtain a nation’s pledge 
that it will agree to peaceful settle- 
ment of disputes, but the question of 
what form this settlement should take 
nearly always is the chief impediment 
to the practical working out of such 
adjustments. 

The Bolivian government demands 
moral reparations from Paraguay as a 
prerequisite to a just settlement. Mat- 
ters of national dignity and sovereignty 
can not be submitted to arbitration, 
the Bolivians contend, and the violent 
{aggression of the Paraguayans is de- 
‘scribed as an act which constitutes a 
clear affront to the sovereign rights 
and national dignity of the Bolivian 
people.

Request Pleases Bolivians as 
War Fever Spreads; New 
Cabinet Is Formed. 


LEAGUE STEPS DEBATED 


La Paz, Bolivia, Dec. 13 (A.P.).— 
Fifty thousand Quichuas and Amaras 
Indians, through their tribal chieftains, 


asked today to be enrolled in the 
Bolivian army for the defense of the 
country’s frontiers. The general staff 
thanked the Indian leaders but told 
them their services were not as yet 
necessary. 

The action of the Indians is com- 
mented on most fayorably by the press, 
which sees in it a powerful factor in 
the event of war with Paraguay. 

Formation of a new cabinet by Presi- 
dent Siles was announced late today. 
Its formation followed the resignation 
yesterday of the former foreign min- 
ister, Abel Iturralde, and conforms to 
the exigencies of the critical interna- 
tional situation. 


In New Ministry. 


In the cabinet as announced to- 
night, Thomas Manuel Elio will hold 
the foreign relations portfolio; Fran- 
cisco Traizos will be minister of in- 
terior and justice; Alberto Palacios, 
who as ad interim foreign minister 
greeted President-elect Hoover at An- 
tofagasta, minister of finance, labor 
and agriculture, and Jose Antezana, 
publisher and former minister to Cuba, 
trade, development and communica- 
tions. 

Offers of. men, munitions and other 
alds to warfare continued to pour in 
upon the Bolivian government today. 
The government on its part appeared 
to be marking time, awaiting a move 
from Paraguay on the demand for

rejecting their services. In La Paz 
alone 15,000 volunteers have offered to 
join the colors.

Sheriff Leslie B. Roche, of Calro, IIL, 
was sentenced to serve a year and a 
day in Leavenworth Penitentiary and 
to pay a fine of $5,000 by United States 
District Judge Lindley here today, 
when he and a majority of the 34 other 
co-defendants on trial tor a widespread 
liquor conspiracy in Alexander County, 
abruptly pleaded guilty on the fourth 
day of their trial. 


Bitterly denouncing the sheriff for 
his betrayal of public trust, Judge 
Lindley also rebuked his chief deputy 
sheriff, Ernest Rink, and fixed his sen- 
tence at a year and a day in Leaven- 
worth Penitentiary and a $3,000 fine 
Herbert P. Reddix, another deputy, was 
sentenced to serve six months in jail 
and pay a fine of $500. 

The charge against a third deputy, 
Joseph Mulham, was dropped by the 
Government. The remaining’ defen- 
dants, who pleaded guilty, received jail 
sentences and fines.

At first glance it would appear that in this 
case the habitual criminal act has caused a 
great and unjust hardship. Here is a woman 
who must spend the rest of her life behind 
-bars because she transgressed the law by sell- 
ing a small quantity of liquor. It will not be 
difficult to work up public sympathy for the 
woman. , 

However, careful consideration of the case 
should lead to other conclusions. After her 
first conviction the woman had an opportunity

. Friday, December 14, 1928. tion she knew that she was approaching the 
status of a confirmed criminal. Society did not 
drive her to crime, but on the contrary re- 
peatedly gave her an opportunity 
straight. ° 

It may be that the sale of liquor should 
not be made a felony, but there can be no 
dispute with the proposition that society must 
lock up confirmed criminals. The law that 
imposes a life sentence upon a four-time felon 
is not severe—it is in reality a last resort after 
intolerable criminal aggression. 

But the law should take cognizance of real 
felonies, not mere misdemeanors that are ex- 
aggerated into felonies in an attempt to en- 
force an unpopular law.

TEAMWORK IN NEW YORK. 


Governor-elect Roosevelt and the New York 
Legislature have both reached the conclusion 
that they were elected to work in the interests 
of their State and not to wage political war 
for vindication of their respective parties, If 
the pronouncements of the Republican legisla- 
ture and the Democratic governor are really 
sincere there is hope of carrying out a con- 
structive program during the coming adminis- 
tration in the leading State of the Union. It 
remains to be seen how much of political ges- 
ture there is in this friendly declaration. 

Discord between executive and legislative 
authority is only possible under the American 
scheme of government. In all the other lead- 
ing governmental plans of the world, readjust- 
ments are made as soon as one branch gets 
out of harmony with the other. In America 
when the legislature is politically pitted 
against the executive by choice of the electo- 
rate, the officials just have to make the best 
of it. There are many arguments in favor of 
the American system, but it leaves a loophole 
through which partisan bickerings may come 
to take the place of constructive legislation 
and administration. 

Republican leaders of New York decided on 
cooperation with the new governor at a series 
of conferences concluded recently. When 
Governor-elect Roosevelt returned from the 
South and was apprised of these friendly over- 
tures, he expressed himself as delighted. He 
gave assurance of his own cooperation with 
the statement that “about 90 per cent of the 
legislation ought not to be taken up from a 
partisan point of view.” 

Why should there be deadlocks in State 
legislatures on such problems as tax reduction, 
farm relief, health and welfare? Why should 
governors veto measures on these and similar 
matters of interest to the people as a whole 
when they are enacted by an opposing political 
group? It is easy to understand a split along 
party lines over the question as to whether the 
Governor of New York shall be chosen during 
presidential election years. But a large per- 
centage of the problems on which a State legis- 
lature is called upon to pass concern public 
‘welfare.

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HELP TO AUSTRIA. 


The agreement advocated by the Treasury 
and the State Department for funding Aus- 
tria’s debt to the United States has been ap- 
proved by the House. It should likewise have 
the approval of the Senate. 

Austria’s offer is to settle her debt of $34,- 
630,968 to the United States in twenty annual 
payments of $1,337,140 each, beginning in 
1943. The agreement provides, however, that 
a substitute schedule of payments may be 
adopted by that country, beginning next year. 
The terms are the same as those accepted by 
seven of nine creditors of Austria, including 
France and Great Britain. The bonds to be 
issued to this country would contain a clause 
providing that no payment would be made on 
any of the similar obligations to other coun- 
tries unless proportionate payment was made 
simultaneously to the United States. 

The American Government is asked to co- 
operate with other creditors of Austria in mak- 
ing it possible for that country to float a loan 
to carry on its reconstruction program. It is 
clear that Austria is-seeking an arrangement 
which will enable the country to pay the debt 
as soon as possible without crippling her eco- 
nomic system, It is to the interest of the 
creditor nations to put that country in a posi- 
tion where ultimate payment will be possible. 
Continuance of present conditions can not en- 
hance the prospects of payment. 

Austria is confronted with difficult economic 
problems. The people are taxed to the limit. 
Imports which amount to approximately $155,- 
000,000 per year in excess of exports create 
an unfavorable condition, to which must be 
added unemployment and low wages. Austrian 
currency has now been stabilized and the 
budget can be made to balance if no funds are 
allowed for reconstruction. There is impera- 
tiye need for a loan to rehabilitate the rail- 
roads, telegraph and telephone lines and simi- 
lar utilities. Private capital in the country is 
inadequate. The country must have new Capi- 
tal from abroad to increase its productive 
capacity, and that can only be obtained when 
the creditor nations make reasonable settle- 
ment of existing indebtedness. 

The agreements therefore call for subordi- 
nation of the lien of the United States and 
other creditors upon the assets and revenues 
of Austria to the lien of the new loan bonds 
to be floated by that country. The United

DISTRICT BANKING LAWS. 


Recommendations for a new banking code 
for the District of Columbia are made in the 
annual report of J. W. Pole, Comptroller of 
the Currency. He also calls upon Congress to 
amend several statutes on banking for greater 
protection of the public. A third recommenda- 
tion advises revision of the code under which 
building and loan associations of the District 
are supervised. 

There are a number of conditions that need 
special attention of Congress. One is the de- 
fect in the present law under which organizers 
may solicit subscriptions to the capital stock 
of their proposed bank and collect money prior 
to securing the approval of the comptroller. 
This leaves an opening for widespread fraud. 
As Mr. Pole suggests, there should be provision 
for punishment of promoters of this character. 

The fact that building and loan associations 
have experienced phenomenal growth during 
the past few years should be sufficient to rec- 
ommend to Congress investigation of this fleld.

PITCHER’S HITTERS. 


In 1901, the National League adopted a rule 
making the first two foul balls struck by a4 
batter count as strikes, and since then the 
game has been played, with only minor modi- 
fications of the rules, as it is known today. 
Baseball has come to be regarded as a fixed 
institution, so it was with amazement that the 
public viewed the suggestion of Mr. Heydler, 
president of the National League, that it might 
be advantageous to place an additional player 
upon each team. It is his idea that pitchers, 
being usually weak batters, should be relieved 
of taking their turn at the plate, and that 
there should be created the position of 
pitcher’s hitter. The pitcher’s hitter would be 
designated by the team manager at the start 
of the game, and he would come to bat and 
run bases in place of the pitcher. 

“With the adoption of such a rule,” said 
Mr. Heydler, ‘‘we would do away with the 
necessity of seeing a pitcher removed who may 
be pitching very well but has to make way for 
a pinch hitter because his team needs an extra 
run. It certainly would increase the action of 
the game and do away with much of’ the delay 
caused by the changing of pitchers.”” He gives 
other reasons why he believes the change de- 
sirable, one of them being the fact that the 
pitcher would have additional time to rest be- 
tween innings. 

But why change baseball? Who says that 
the game lacks action at the present time? If 
it should be speeded up to any considerable 
degree every ball club in the country will have 
a considerable problem of popular heart failure 
on its hands. Who would do away with the 
delay occasioned by @ change of pitchers? 


Development of this division of financing has 
been so remarkable that most of the State 
codes as well as that of the District need over- 
hauling. The total resources of building and 
loan associations in the United States at the 
beginning of the current year amounted to 
$7,178,000,000. This is a fourfold increase 
since 1917, when the total resources were 
$1,769,000,000. One out of every ten persons 
in this country is a member of a building and 
loan association.

In view of these facts strict regulation 
should be enforced. There is always danger 
of fraud and illegitimate operations in a rapid- 
ly developing business.

A number of the States are increas- 
ing their supervisory powers. Congress should 
give the District whatever protection is needed.

inauguration of the President of the 
United States. I then indorsed Senator 
Sackett’s suggestion, adding that the 
“parade” should be something of a 
historial pageant depicting the “high 
lights” in American history from the 
landing of the Pilgrims up to and in- 
cluding the inauguration of the first 
President of the United States. I be- 
lieve that we now may dare to do what 
George Washington sanctioned for his 
inaugural. 

It would be appropriate and timely 
to have this kind of an inaugural cere- 
mony for the President elected in 1932 
as one of the honors we can pay George 
Washington on his 200th wirthyear.

Commissioner Doran 
recently told the House appropriations 
committee that during the last fiscal 
year his unit seized about 7,000 automo- 
biles. He said that the service now 
used 609 passenger cars and 36 trucks 
which had been confiscated. Most of 
the remainder were sold at public 
auction. Under the present law, ve- 
hicles seized under the prohibition act 
can be used only by the prohibition, 
custom and narcotic divisions of the 
Treasury Department. 


Bright Thieves. 

New Orleans Times Picayune: Steal- 
ing automobiles is an intellectual pur- 
suit. That is the conclusion reached by 
a study of offenses committed by the 
young recently made from juvenile 
court records in Ohio. It was found 
that boys who were distinctly bright, 
and, in fact, those generally above the 
medium in their school work, average 
infinitely higher in the stealing of 
jewelry, money, and above all, autos. 
The dull pupils go in much stronger 
for immorality and that heinous of- 
fense—truancy. Maybe it’s because 
the latter lack the skill that makes 
thieving profitable, and also maybe the 
intellectual are better able to cover up 
their trail of immorality in case their 
instincts turn that way. The Ohio 
State bureau of juvenile research 
worked out that the upper half of the 
juvenile class, during a given period, 
had gotten away (temporarily at least) 
with $158,000, while the morons had 
managed to steal only $860. During 
the same time the normally bright had 
stolen 98 automobiles and the feeble- 
minded but 1 car. The conclusion | 
from the study was that, given the 
proper surroundings, the mentally 
alert will “go bolshevik” as quickly as 
the dull or half-wit.

A. J. Barton President. 


OTHER OFFICERS ELECTED 


Thirty-one of the country’s leading

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BATES ARE REDUCED 
ON FIRE INSURANCE 


Underwriters’ Action Praised 
by Business Associations’ 
Leaders of Capital. 


HOME BENEFITS LARGE 


Announcement by the Underwriters 
Association of the District of impor- 
tant reductions in annual fire insur- 
ance rates was followed last evening 
by many expressions of gratification by 
civic teaders. The cuts, which were 
recommended by the association’s board 
of governors at the annual meeting yes- 
terday afternoon in the Willard, range 
as high as 331-3 per cent and will be- 
come effective on all new and renewal 
policies effective January 1, 1929. 

The largest rate reduction is on the 
minimum rated risks and affects brick 
dwelling houses in the District, being a 
reduction of from 15 to 10 cents per 
$100, a cut of 33 1-3 pe~ cent in annual 
premiums, Contents rates in this class 
are reduced from 25 cents to 18 cents 
per $100, a reduction of 28 per cent. 

Annual premiums on frame dwellings 
and contents are also reduced 28 per 
cent, while on combination brick stores 
and dwellings the reduction is 162-3 
per cent and 10 per cent on contents. 

The percentages of reductions on 
three-year policies are summarized as 
follows: Brick dwellings, 162-3 per 
cent; contents of brick dwellings, 10 
per cent; frame dwellings and con- 
tents, 10 per cent; combination brick 
stores and dwellings, 162-3 per cent; 
contents of combination brick stores 
and dwellings, 9 per cent. 


Chamber Head Appreciative. 


Expressing himself as a firm believer 
in the principle of self-regulation of 
business, Ivan C. Weld, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, said: 

“I consider the action of the under- 
writers commendable and it seems to be 
evidence of their willingness and ability 
to progress along the lines of regulating 
their own business.” 

Charles J. Stockman, who was chair- 
man of the Chambers special commit- 
tee on insurance rates, said: 

“I am glad that there is a disposition 
to reduce fire insurance rates in the 
District and I hope that reductions 
Similar to those announced will be 
made, as far as practicable, with rela- 
tion to risks on business properties.” 

W. W. Everett, president of the Board 
of Trade, said: 

“I am very glad to see the Under- 
writers Association voluntarily reduce 
rates because of the very meager loss 
experience in the District in the last 
few years, and doing this voluntarily 
shows the underwriters are doing their 
bit to help the best interests of our 
city. This is a splendid indication that 
the Underwriters Association is adopt- 
ing modern methods in the conduct of 
its business and it is to be congratu- 
lated on its action.” 


Maj. Gen. Stephan Has Praise. 


Maj. Gen. Anton Stephan, president 
of the Merchants and Manufacturers 
Association, and Rudolph Jose, presi- 
dent of the City Club, voiced indorse- 
ment of Mr. Everett’s statement, as 
did leaders in realty circles. Harry 
Wardman said that if there could be 
similar reductions in building costs 
and a halt of the upward march of 
taxes, the District might reasonably 
hope for lower rent levels, while H. L. 
Rust regarded the underwriters’ action 
as evidence of the insurance interests 
to bring about equitable rates in the 
District without compulsion. 

Important reductions in schedule 
rates also were announced. The an- 
nouncement of rate changes was ac- 
companied by the following statement 
by the association: 

“The largest changes effected in per- 
centage are in what is known as the 
minimum-rated risks, this class being 
the one which has produced the great- 
est margin between premiums and 
losses. 

“The object of the Underwriters As- 
sociation, composed entirely of Wash- 
ington men, is the reduction of fire 
waste, the establishment of just and 
fair rates whereby the cost of fire 
insurance may be equitably distributed 
among all classes of manufacturers, 
merchants, private householders and 
others, and the prevention of dis- 
crimination between property owners. 
For these purposes the association has 
established a system of schedule and 
minimum ratings, giving the best risks 
the lowest rates and adding specific 
charges for all deficiencies from re- 
quired standards, but making reduc- 
tions from such rates when the defi- 
cliencies charged for are eliminated.

Columbia was drawn upon in the 
establishment of base rates and other 
charges. No changes in rates from 
the schedules could with accuracy be 
made without at least a ten-year ex- 
perience, nor can changes of rates be 
made based upon District of Columbia 
experience only, the territory being 
too small to get, even in a period of 
ten years, a fairly accurate picture of 
the hazard. For in some classes such 
ten-year experience based upon the 
District alone would produce an ex- 
cessively high rate, while in other 
classes based upon the District alone 
the rate resulting would be entirely 
inadequate. 

“For the last four years the associa- 
tion has been giving its attention to 
adjustment of schedules as more press- 
ing than attention to the less hazard- 
ous classes carrying the minimum 
rates. A committee has been carefully 
studying rate results and upon the 
basis of the information thus accumu- 
lated recommended these reductions. 
Insurance rates can be equitably 
changed only upon mature considera- 
tion, involving the best engineering 
advice, careful inspection and experi- 
encé results in- the several classes and 
the association has had the benefit 
of all of these elements in making its 
present determination.” 

Changes Listed by Board. 

The changes in schedule effected by 
the board of governors, based upon ex- 
perience statistics covering the period 
in which the rating bureau has been 
operating, will result in reductions 
ranging approximately as follows: 

Sprinkler schedule—Building  per- 
centage reduction average, 
cent; contents, 17.7 per cent. 

Garage schedule—Building percent- 
age reduction average, 13.9 per cent; 
contents, 7.7 per cent. 

Fire resisting schedule (office build- 
ings)—Building percentage reduction 
average, 11.8 per cent; contents, 4.19 
per cent. 

Fire resisting schedule (mercantile) 
—Building percentage reduction aver- 

12.8 per cent; contents, 4.8 pe! 
cent, 

Ordinary schedule—Building percent- 
age reduction average, 16 per cent; 
contents, 7.4 per cent. 

Church schedule—Building percent- 
age reduction average, 6.4 per cent; 
contents, 5 per cent.

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LIEUT. VAN WINKLE 
SHED FOR $100,000 


Miss Ethel Clawans Charges 
Woman Police Chief Li- 
beled Her in Note. 


WAS HELD IN HOSPITAL 


Suit to collect $100,000 damages 
from Police Lieut. Mina Van Winkle, 
commandant of the House of Deten- 
tion, on slander charges was instituted 
in the District Supreme Court yester- 
day by Miss Ethel Clawans. 

Found guilty of using. strong 
language in denunciation of Detective 
Sergt. Ira E. Keck at police headquar- 
ters, Miss Clawans was recently fined 
$25 on a disorder charge by Judge 
Issac R. Hitt in Police Court. 

In her complaint against Lieut. Van 
Winkle, Miss Clawans charged she was 
lodged in the House of Detention on 
November 14 after “a certain false 
charge without reasonable and prob- 
able cause” had been filed against her 
by Detective Keck. Miss Clawans 
said she was forcibly taken from the 
House of Detention two days later and 
lodged in Gallinger Hospital. Lieut. 
Van Winkle, she charged, sent a libel- 
ous statement to the superintendent of 
the hospital asking that Miss Clawans 
be examined mentally. The statement, 
Miss Clawans said, read: 

“This woman has a long history 
of delinquincy—suspected of grand 
larceny, arson and = delinquencies. 
Screams and cries continually and 
breaks up morale of institution.” 

Miss Clawans complained that she 
was held in the hospital against her 
will until November 20 and released. 
She declared that Mrs. Van Winkle 
knew it was required to have certifi- 
cates from two physicians and two 
residents of the District in order to 
have her legally admitted to the hos- 
pital for mental observation and failed 
to meet these requirements. 

She charged that Mrs. Van Winkle 
knew her for fifteen years in Newark, 
N J., and was associated with her in 
the Woman’s Political Union. She was 
indorsed for the junior presidency of 


the organization by Mrs. Van Winkle, | 


Miss Clawans declared. 

The suit was filed at first by the 
plaintiff's sister, Miss Lillian Clawans, 
an attorney of New Jersey, as counsel 
but was rejected because the sister 
attorney is not a member of the local 
bar.

Air Rule 


Misinformed Congressmen 
Suggest Curtailment of 
Power in Larger Studios. 
‘Would Substitute Many 
Weak Local Plants. 


The chaos that was radio during the 
days following the break-down of Fed- 
eral supervision in 1926 will be back in 


greater force chan ever if the Federal 
Radid Commission heeds the criticism 
and suggestion of ‘‘certain misinformed 


Congressmen” and supplants efficient 


high powered stations with hundreds 
Of weak loca] plants, according to F. 
Clifford Estey, assistant to the presi- 
dent, Crosley Radio Corporation, 
Cincinnati. 

“If, in order to get a few more sta- 
tions on the air, the higher powered 
Droadcasters are required to cut down 
their power, the rural districts of the 
nation will be deprived of adequate 
Tadio service available. less will be 
setved and these will find ether condi- 
tions very poor,” Mr. Estey continued 

“No doubt it is true, with radio play- 
ing such a big part in the lives of near- 
ly-every American citizen, that it is the 
earnest desire of every senator and con- 
gtetsman to give the American public 
the best possible radio legislation, but

tlemen may base their own activities on 
evidence obtained from one isolated ex- 
ample rather than from one giving a 
cross-section of the entir> situation in 
respect to any one station. 


One * eason for Stations.

Only 40 National Channels, 


“In reference to superpower, there 
are but 40 clear national channels for 
national stations. A station occupying 
- one of these very limited number of na- 
tional channels should have sufficient 
power to fully utilize this channel,” Mr. 
Estey concluded. 

“A 5-kilowatt station will not do so. 
Such a station may have a night time 
range of from 500 to 1,000 miles. Should 
listeners on the Pacific Coast be de- 
prived of hearing a station on this 
channel just because a station on the 
East Coast has this channel, or vice 
versa? The answer is obvious—that 
stations on national channels should 
be able to serve nationally and the Fed- 
eral Radio Commission empowered to 
prescribe that they use the type of 
equipment enabling them to stay on 
their own waves and modulate their 
full output, and unless they are so 
equipped and supply service to meet a 
certain standard the commission should 
have the power to suspend or revoke 
their license.

just as they have kept up to date with 
the advancement in the automobile in- 
dustry and purchased new automobiles 
to meet the changed conditions that 
have come about since the early days 
of the automobile.” 


WORK’S 
BRIDGE 


The popularity of Contract Bridge 
has increased amazingly during the 
curr season in almost every section 
of the country It took two years for 
the Contract boom to get going at full 
speed because Contract does not appeal 
to the Auction player when it is first 
Suggested to him, the way Auction ap- 
pealed to players of old-fashioned 
Bridge. 

Auction swept the country in short 
order; but Contract encountered ob- 
jections from all sides. Auction play- 


ers did not welcome it; at the start 
they generally declined to give it a 
trial. It does not require many trials, 
however, to prove that Contract (al- 
though the play is exactly the same) 
has charms of its own in the bidding; 
that it has skill and thrill that Auc- 
tion Bridge does not possess; and few 
players are willing to return to Auction 
Bridge after giving Contract a thor- 
ough trial. Each week more players 
try Contract and become devotees of 
the new game. 

One ot the manifest objections to 
Contract is the uncertainty as to the 
soundest methods of bidding. This is 
only natural when we remember that 
the much simpler bidding in Auction 
Bridge was not generally convention- 
alized until after the game had been 
po ular for many years; and it will be 

ng time before there will be such 
Eseabnt on Contract bidding as 
exists today on the biding of the older 
game. 

Contract adapts itself to so many 
different schemes of bidding that ex- 
perts have widely different ideas con- 
cerning it; and not until the various 
Contract ideas have been tested by the 
public will any be universally recog- 
nized and conventional. 

At present Contract players may be 
divided into two schools; one which 
considers trying for slams to be the 
most important feature in the bidding, 
and the other which considers the slam 
bidding to be merely an incident that | 
turns up after the best contract for

There was a marked disposition 
to hold up extensive commitments 
pending the Federal Reserve Board re- 
port of brokers’ loans for the week 
ended yesterday, announced after the 
close. Few guesses on it went awry, the 
report showing a shrinkage of $218,- 
839,000 from the previous week’s total. 

The share market wandered aimlessly 
through the quietest session since last 

August and the most inconclusive. 
Gains and losses on the day were we'!! 
balanced at the close, gains ranging up 
to more tha 18 points, although most 

were decided)y moderate, and declines 

to about 13 points, with all but a fist- 
ful of them limited to but a point or 
two. 

_ Due no doubt to the flurry of selling 
just before the previous closing, many 
nimble traders evidently believed the 
much-heralded secondary reaction had 
started and their offerings pushed vir- 
tually the entire market materially 
lower In the forenoon. Good resistance 
was encountered, however, and the vol- 
ume of liquidation was so small that a 
recovery got under way before noon and 
continued, though irregularly and slow- 
ing up, to the finish. 


Tickers Eight Minutes Behind. 


Tickers concluded their clattering 
eight minutes after the close, signing 
off the earliest in months. Transfers 
for the day fell below the 3,325,000- 
share level, the lightest total since Au- 
gust 23 for a five-hour session. 

It was in the railroad group thrt the 
best performance was given. Whether 
thei~ investment rating was first rate 
or mediocre, nearly all carrier shares 
held their own, even when the rest of 
the list was weakest and when the trend 
turned upward numerous of the rail 
issues, particularly in the low priced 
class, climbed rather briskly, notably 
Chicago & Alton and Chicago Great 
Western common and preferred, New 
York, Ontario & Western and Delaware 
& Hudson. 

Other outstanding points of strength 
we'yded International Nickel shares 
@wl certificates, selling ex-dividend; 
Burroughs Adding Machine, which went 
again into new high ‘price ground, pil- 
ing again of 12 points atop that of 16 
points in the preceding session; Brook- 
lyn Union Gas, People’s Gas, Greene 
Cananea Copper, Motor Products, 
Brockway Motors, Case Threshing Ma- 
chine, National Tea, S. S. Kresge, In- 
ternational Business Machine and 
American Snuff. 


‘Coppers Again Behave Well. : 


Coppers again behaved exceedingly 
well, but for the most part within 
narrow limits. Baking stocks, led 
Ward, Continental A, and National Bis- 
cuit, also did well. Automobile shares 
were about a stand-off on the day. Both 
General Motors and United States Steel 
common wound up the day net un- 
changed.: 

The morning recession and the sub- 
sequent recovery were the only periods 
in which even individual fluctuations 
amounted to much, and when prices 
generally had recovered to approxi- 
mately the point at which they closed 
Wednesday the market became almost 
lethargic and remained so. 

The situation had something of .the 
aspects of a  hair-trigger condition 
Some observers sensed that the atmos- 
phere was charged with foreboding of 
something less than calm ahead, in- 
spired partly by scattered fears that 
the brokerage loan showing might 
touch off fireworks tomorrow. But the 
money market for the moment was re- 
assuring. and in other quarters predic- 
tions of continuance of comparative 
quiet to the end of the year were heard 
The demand loan renewal rate was 8 
per cent and the drop was gradual to 
7%, 7 and then 6. No loans were re- 
ported called by banks. 


Merchandising Shares Suffer. 


Principal mail order house’ shares 
were among the day’s chief losers, with 
Montgomery Ward continuing down- 
ward—the rights yielding 9 points— 
and Sears Roebuck also finishing in 
the minus column, when the selling 
was most effective. Radio was below 
300 again, down 19 points to 293, but 
subsequently it rallied sharply and 
ended the day but ¢ points off. 

Packard again moved widely, pre- 
scribing an arc of 11% points, but 
closed about midway of that and but 
¥% point net lower. Houston Oil was 
the largest depreciator, going again 
into new low territory for the year at 
90 before recovering a trifle more than 
2 points to quit 12% off. 

By and large the market in its cur- 
rent phase appears chiefly a traders’ 
affair. Operators seem to be divided 
into three classes—those selling short 
on rallies in the belief the next large 
movement will be downward; those 
buying on declines against an expected 
renewal of the advance, and those who 
have no positive convictions either way 
and are merely gambling on catching 
@ short turn. Public participation 
evidently is the smallest since the big- 
gest of all bull markets' was launched. 

Ten new highs for the year or longer 
and eleven new lows were registered 
during the day. 

Sterling exchange turned _§ easier, 
yielding 1-16 to $4.85%, and Canadian 
dollars responded with a feeble frac- 
tional recovery to news of more gold 
arrivals. Otherwise the market was 
not greatly ‘changed. French and 
Swiss francs and lire eased slightly, 
and German, Norwegian and Danish 
rates 14 and pesetas recovered 2 points 
further on rumors of stabilization and 
restoration of the gold standard in 
that country. Far East currencies 
were steady, with yen moderately high- 
er and South Americans again un- 
changed.

Edwards. Engelhard has run the 800 in 
1:51.6.

It semed in the cards that the 
Coast youngster, devastating in his 
punching power, was the child of 
fistic fortune, a dead certainty 
some day to rule the lHghtweight 
clan. But a cold, imperturbable 
youth, .Sammy Mandell, ruined 
that dream when Jimmy’s title 
chance did come. 


Now, over the prostrate forms of 
Lope Tenorio, the rugged Filipino, and 
that same McLarnin, has come Ray 
Miller to challenge the imagination, 
but along entirely differert lines. 
Where Tunney pleaded for nis chance, 
Sharkey arrogantly forced it, and 
McLarnin punched it into being in 
sensational style, Miller had &# thrust 
upon him.

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LINDBERGH 1 GIVEN 
HARMON AB TROP 
BY FRENCH DEPUTY 


Presentation Is Made Here at 
Initial International Aero 
Conference. 


ORVILLE WRIGHT, FIRST 
OF AVIATORS, IS GUEST 


House of Representatives Be- 
stows Cross Upon Him and 
Deceased Brother. 


The second session of the first inter- 
national civil aeronautics conference, 
being held in the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce Building, was inter- 
rupted long enough yesterday for Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh to. be presented 
the Harmon Trophy, awarded annually 
to the person voted to have done the 
most for aeronautics during the pre- 
vious year. The presentation was 
made in the patio of the building, and 
was made by Pierre Etienne Flandin, 
vice president of the French Chamber 
of Deputies, and a member of the 
French delegation to the conference. 

Orville Wright, pilot of the first plane 
to make a successful flight, and guest 
of honor at the conference, stood by 
the side of the flying colonel while 
the presentation was being made. 
Wright will never fiy again, having 
been injured in 1911 when the ship he 
was demonstrating to the 'T'nited States 
Army crashed at Fort Myer, Va., re- 
sulting in the death of Lieut. Selfridge. 

Coincident with the sessions of the 
conference, the House of Representa- 
tives yesterday voted the Distinguished 
Flying Cross to Orville and Wilbur 
Wright, the latter posthumously. With 
@ vote that merged into a cheer of en- 
thusiasm, the House passed a special 
Measure awarding the crosses for the 
brothers who “met and overcame the 
earliest dangers in aviation and as 
ploneers made possible the achievement 
now stirring the emotions and pride of 
our people.” 


For National Air Routes. 


An unexpected note was sounded at 
the morning session of the conference 
when the program was suspended so 
that Prince M. Firouz, head of the 
Imperial Persian delegation, could read 
a short paper he had prepared in which 
he stressed the necessity for the estab- 
lishment of national sovereignty of the 
air, pointing out that Persia was on the 
route of the most logically located 
Europe-Asia air lines and would be an 
important factor in the development 
of commercial aviation in the Eastern 
Hemisphere. 

The keynote of yesterday’s general 
session was the development of air- 
ways systems and the many aspects of 
scheduled commercial fiying. M. 
Flandin, member of the French del- 
egation, presented a paper in which 
he explained in detail the ofganiza- 
tion of the large air routes of France. 
These, he said, have been in operation 
since 1920, and have from the begin- 
ning assuméd an international aspect. 
At Le Bourget alone, airplanes of four 
foreign nations land regularly, and two 
others are expected to be added next 
year. 

Importance of Cuba Cited. 


The importance of Cuba as a base 
and as a link in the chain of inter- 
American air communications was 
shown in a paper read by Capt. Eduar- 
do Laborde, of the Cuba delegation. 
His address pointed out the favorable 
atmospheric conditions on and near 
the island, and covered a brief resume 
of aviation activities in Cuba. 

Meteorology as an aid to aviation 
was discussed in two papers, one by 
Commander Jerome C, Hunsaker, and 
the other by Willis Ray Gregg, of the 
United States Weather Bureau. Both 
stressed the importance of timely 
weather reports for aviators, and de- 
tailed the efforts and accomplishments 
already made. 

Sessions in the afternoon were again 
divided among the special branches of 
aviation, each of which discussed its 
own problems. William P. MacCracken, 
Assistant Secretary of Commerce in 
Charge of Aviation, presided at the 
morning plenary session. 


Aviation’s Progress Filmed. 


Last night the delegates were shown 
@ motion picture illustrating the prog- 
ress of aviation during the 25 years 
since the first filght of the Wright 
brothers. The picture was exhibited at 
the Washington Auditorium, and cov- 
ered the flights of Lindbergh, Chamber- 
lin, Maitland and Hegenberger and 
others. 

Today’s plenary session will begin at 
10 a. m. and will cover technical devel- 
opments in airways, airports and fly- 
ing instruments. Edward P. Warner, 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy for 
Aeronautics, will preside as chairman. 

A feature of the session will be an 
exhibit of air markings being developed 
by the United States Govrenment to aid 
day and night flying. The exhibit will 
be held on the roof of the Department 
of Commerce Building, and will be 
viewed at 9:30 o’clock by the delegates. 
Col. Lindbergh and Orville Wright are 
expected to visit the exhibit as well as 
Wenry Ford who arrived yesterday in 
Washington.

Famous Fliers to Do Stunts. 


Here Before Confer- 
ence Delegates. 


WILL SIMULATE BATTLE 


A gigantic air show at Bolling Field 
and the Naval Air Station will add a 
finishing touch tomorrow to the three- 
day International Civil Aeronautics 
conference being held here. Some of 


the foremost pilots of the Army, Navy 
and Marine Oorps will furnish thrills 
and practical demonstration to dele- 
gates and visitors to the conference. 

Twelve Army bombers, nine of them 
from Langley Field, and nine Navy 
torpedo planes will participate, as well 
as pursuit, observation and two-seater 
fighting craft.

ACCEPTS: BID TO TESTIFY 


The proposed Washington air junc- 
tion near Alexandria would not confilct 


with the projected Gravelly Point Mu- 
nicipal Airport project, Henry Wood- 
house, president of the Aerial] League 
of America, emphasized yesterday in a 
letter to Representative Zihlman, chalr- 
man of the District committee, in 
which Woodhouse accepts an invitation 
to testify before the committee regard- 
ing the junction. 

“I have been informed,” says Mr. 
Woodhouse, “that a request has been 
made to delay the vote in the House on 
the bill for Gravelly Point, Airport on 
the 17th instant for the purpose of 
hearing from us on the subject of the 
Washington Air Junction. 

“I am heartily in favor of the im- 
mediate development of the Gravelly 
Point Airport and should be very sorry 
indeed if anything occurs to delay the 
vote on that measure in the House on 
the 17th instant. Commercial aviation 
has possibilities so tremendous in ex- 
tent that all the available acreage for 
airports should be acquired at once in 
order that future progress in this di- 
rection may not be blocked.” 

Mr. Woodhouse points out that he is 
in favor of the Gravelly Point project 
“particularly if the size of the proposed 
airport can be extended so as to give 
adequate runways for planes of the aver- 
age size, if not for the great air liners 
of the future.” His project, he points 
out, will supply runways a mile or more 
in length for the liners. 


Policeman-Counsel 


Barred by Board 


Trial Body Declines to Let 
Allen Defend Confrere; 
Must Be Attorney. 


Even though he appears before the 
trial board in the role of defender of a 
brother policeman, a policeman is just 
a policeman to members of the board 
and can not act as attorney unless he 
is a member of the bar association.

Here, House District Com- 
mittee Is Told. 


HESSE OUTLINES NEEDS 
IN PROPOSED DRY ACT 


Doran Starts Preparation of 
Bill Giving City New En- 
forcement Law. 


Washington was pictured as a sort 
Of bootleggers’ paradise at a hearing 
yesterday before the Gibson subcom- 
mittee of the House District commit- 
tee. The hearing was held in connec- 
tion with the proposal to give the city 
a new prohibition enforcement act, 

Representative Gilbert (Democrat), 
of Kentucky, pointed out that the 
subcommittee had peen told that there 
were between 2,000 and 3,000 bootleg- 
gers in Washington. 


Two police officials—Maj. Edwin B 
Hesse, superintendent of the Police 
Department, and Capt. Guy E,. Bur- 
lingame, chief of the Second Precinct— 
declared that Washington bootleggers 
have more legal rights and safeguards 
than any other class of law violators 
in the United States. They did not 
dispute Gilbert's figures as to the num- 
ber of bootleggers here. 


Capt. Burlingame Ired. 


Burlingame, admittedly. the 
chief nemesis of ‘he bootleggers, told 
the subcommittee of his efforts to 
stamp out the liquor traffic here and 
said that the only thanks he got was 
to be called a “thief and a grafter.” 

Maj. Hesse made four suggestions 
with regard to a new enforcement act, 
as follows: 

First, that all members of the police 
force, instead of 28 members as at 
pre sent. be allowed to make arrests for 
violations of the Volstead act. 

Second, that the purchase of liqugr, 
as well as the selling of liquor, be made 
a violation of law.

Another Hearing Called, 


Third, that liquor law violations be 
made a felony instead of simply a mis- 
demeanor, so that suspected speakeasies 
might be raided without warrants. 

Fourth, that a padlock provision be 
put in the law so that the police might 
defihitely close up liquor “joints” which 
now are opened an hour or two after 
they are raided. 

The subcommittee will hold another 
hearing at which Sergts, Letterman and 
Little, chiefs of the liquor squads, will 
testify. 

Meantime Dr. James M. Doran, the 
prohibition administrator, is preparing 
the draft of a bill which would give 
the National Capital a new enforcement 
act.

CHARGE GAMBLING USAGE 


Antigambling activities of the Wash- 
ington Police Department yesterday 
took a new and intensified turn when 
a campaign was opened against slot 
machines, resulting in the arrest of 
eight men charged with permitting 
gaming in five establishn.ents through- 
out the city. 

The arrests were made by Detective 
Sergts. H. E. Brodie and Frank A. Var- 
ney after H. H. Carper, headquarters 
chauffeur, had in each instance played 
the slot machines and said he obtained 
evidence that they were being used for 
gambling purposes. 

Those arrested were Richard Orr Bid- 
dick, 22-year-old clerk, of 1258 Tenth 
street northwest, and George Pappas, 


33, of 741 Thirteenth street northwest, 
both of whom were arrested at the delli- 
catessen store at the latter address; 
Jacob Caplon, 37 years old and Harry 
Blaum, 27 years old, of Linden Hall, who 
vere taken at a cigar store at 928 Ninth 
street northwest; Mike Hasney, 36 years 
old, of 1410 Maryland avenue northeast, 
and John James Romley, 69 years old, 
of 1364 F street northeast, who were 
arrested at a cigar store .nd pool room 
at 1511 Bennings road northeast; Ares- 
tomanes Mines, 40, of 28 K street north- 
west, taken at a restaurant at 1730 
Kalorama road northwest, and Mike 
Apostolakos, 33, of 109 E street north- 
west, who was arrested at a newsstand 
and delicatessen store at 609 Pennsylva- 
nia avenue northwest. 

The eight men were locked up at the 
First Precinct station for several hours 
before bond was arranged.

Lehibach Tells Him of the 
Trouble Over Ruling by 
Comptroller. 


NEW MEASURE PLANNED 


The snarl that has resulted from 
Comptroller General McCarl’s ruling on 
the Welch pay-raise act was described 
to President Coolidge yesterday by Rep- 
resentative Lehlbach (Republican), of 
New Jersey, chairman of the House 
Ci-il Service committee. 

The President is known to be very 
much interested in the situation that 
has grown out of McCarl’s ruling. 
This was shown when he invited Lehl- 
bach to the White House. 

As yet, however, the President has 
not given any indication of his atti- 
tude toward revision of the Welch act. 
Yesterday, he simply listened while 
Lehlbach did the talking. 

Lehlbach told him how employes who 
were supposed to get a $120 raise re- 
ceived only a 60 raise; told him of the 
conferences he has had or will have 
to guide him in drafting a corrective 
measure, and told him of the com- 
plaints that have been made since Mc- 
Carl’s ruling. 

Lehlbach did not make any specific 
recommendations to the President, be- 
cause at this stage he Mas none to 
make. He wants to wait until he has 
finished his conferences with Director 
of the Budget Lord and members of the 
Personnel Classification Board before he 
makes up his mind as to just what 
ought to be done. 

As for the rumor that the appropria- 
tions committee plans to tack a rider 
on to the deficiency bill reducing the 
increases which “higher-ups” in the 
service got as a result of the McCarl’s 
ruling, Lelhbach doesn’t think that the 
members of the appropriations commit- 
tee would decide on anything like this 
before consulting him.
